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Councilmen Rhodes, Noller To Resign 


Actual Paving Begins 
On Improvement Jobs 


Half: of Santa Cruz Ave., 
hasbeen undergoing improvement 
and widing as part of the off-stree 
parking project, is paved today, and 
the other half is expected to be 
completed next week, barring more 
unfavorable weather. 


The street has been torn up for 
several months, causing dust and 
mud that have brought many com- 
plaints from merchants and citizens. 

The half of the roadway that has 
been completed is the north side. 
The south half soon will be graded, 
and sidewalks already are being laid. 

After finishing Santa Cruz Ave., 
paving equipment, weather permit- 
ting, will move on to Oak Grove Ave. 
and then to Chestnut and Crane 
Streets between Oak Grove and 
Santa Cruz Aves., Clive Armitage, 
member of City Engineer Ed Smith’s 
Staff, declared this week. Then the 
crew will continue, respectively, to 
Menlo Ave., to- side streets between 
Menlo and Santa Cruz Aves., and 
to University Drive. 

He emphasized that paving can 
continue only as long as the weather 
is dry, as the pavement, asphaltic 
concrete, cannot be laid under wet 
conditions, and base rock cannot be 
Jaid when the ground underneath is 
soft and muddy. 

Pavment on Santa Cruz Ave. is 
heavier than that planned for the 
other strets, as Santa Cruz is more 
of a thoroughfare. It is being paved 
with 100 per cent asphaltic concrete, 
3% inches in depth, plus 2% inches 
of surfacing. Other treets will be 
covered with 2 inches of asphaltic 
concrete and 5 inches of base rock. 

The off-street parking plaza plan- 
ned as part of the Santa Cruz Ave. 
Iinprovement Project probably won’t 
be completed until the streets are 
paved. Land has been cleared for 
the plaza but grading has not been 
started.

Citizens will vote January 23 on a 
$375,000 bond issue to finance con- 
struction of an elementary school 
at Encinal Avenue and Middlefield

The complete 10-unit school, 
which will take care of Menlo Park 
and Atherton’s growing needs for 
only two years, will cost up to 
$300,000, according to the archi- | 
tect’s estimate.

If the bonds are passed, the 
school. district will be bonded to 
capacity and may be eligible for 
state aid. 

Also, the tax rate will be 30 to

gan, the man who advised his cus- 
tomers not to buy ice cream, is go- 
ing into the manufacturing business 
himself. 

The front of his fountain, The 
Golden Churn, at 1149 El Camino 
Real, will be converted to an ice 
cream making plant. A compact 
freezer capable of turning out five 
gallons of ice cream every eight 
minutes will be installed and in op- 
eration shortly. Ice cream making 
in the evenings may be seen by pass- 
}ersby through the window. 
| During the daytime the freezer 
will be full of an ice cream custard, 
which will be sold like frosted malts. 

Equipment is purchased and 
plumbing is being installed this 
week. Flanagan will begin manu- 
fucturing ice cream between Christ- 
mas and New Years, and will be 
selling it after January 1, when his 
, license goes into effect. 

Flanagan explained that he will 
be able to turn out ice cream with 
any degree of butterfat desired, and 
promised to produce high quality 
ice cream, milk shakes, sodas and 
sundaes, at a lower price. He also 
will carry packaged ice cream to 
take out. 


When his wholesaler, the Carna- 
tion Company, raised ice cream pric- 
es several weeks ago, Flanagan 
erected signs advising customers not 
to buy. Buyers’ resistance, he said, 
would bring prices down. Then, he 
got the idea of keeping a control on 
prices by producing his own. 

But how can he produce for less? 
He explains that ice cream mix has 
not increased in price and he says 
it won't. Also, the larger ice cream 
manufacturers, like Carnation, Bor- 
den’s and Golden State, are leading 
the rise in prices, while smaller 
manufacturers haven’t raised.

The advantage of 
2 bond issue is that it spreads the 
cost more nearly over the useful life 
of an improvement and requires new 
residents to pay their share of the 
cost of a facility from which they 
benefit. A bond issue is sort of a 
“pay-as-you-use” basis. 

The proposed $375,000 bond issue 
will build an entire new_school plus 
providing additional funds for other 
construction and land acquisition. 
Over a twenty-five-year amortiza- 
tion period the tax rate for the ser- 
vice of this issue should not in the 
first year exceed 30 cents, and 
shou|d decrease steadily thereafter 
as the interest charge drops and as 
newcomers to the community add 
to the assessed valuation. As in the 
current year on the “pay-as-you-go” 
basis the capital outlay tax is 76 
cents, the bond issue method repre- 
sents a tax rate reduction approach- 
ing 50 cents. The exact amount of 
the saving will depend, of course, 
on how much the assessed valuation 
increases next year, the rate of in- 
terest the new bonds will bear (21% 
per cent seems a reasonably accur- 
ate estimate), and the extent, if 
any, that school operating costs rise 
in a greater ratio than the increase 
in assessed valuation. In all events 
the tax reduction should be sub- 
stantial. 

Thus, both hard pressed taxpayers 
and parents of school children have

Clean Up Gardens Now. 

At this season of the year many 
insects are looking around for suit- 
able spots in which to spend the 
winter. Practically every garden 
offers opportunities for insects to 
hibernate. Garden spots should be 
made as uninteresting to the hib- 
ernating insects as possible, and 
every effort used to discourage them. 
This can be done in a number of 
ways. 

All standing crop remnants should 
be pulled and burned. Drop refuse 
lying on the ground should be raked 
and destroyed. It is also advisable 
to burn over waste land surrounding 
the garden and headlands to kill 
eggs or hibernating insects. 


It is sound practice to collect and 
burn all egg masses or cocoons. 
Cleaning these up in the autumn 
will prevent them causing trouble 
next spring. 

Plough or dig up the garden in 
late fall or early winter when pos- 
sible as this helps to expose and 
destroy many insects.

From no less an authority than 
Robert M. Hutchins, chancellor of 
the University, we learn that: 


“Atomic energy makes all our 
conceptions of daily living obso- 
lete, eradicates virtually all our 
limitations, cures all our diseases. 
Our paramount problem, our chief 
hazard, in the atomic age, will be 
what to do with our spare time.” 
Dr. Hutchins believes that fac- 

tories will need to operate only a 
few hours each week to produce all 
the necessities and luxuries we can 
use; vehicles for pleasure or com- 
mercial transport can run a year on 
two ounces of atomic fuel and di- 
seases may be cured almost instant- 
ly. . 

“The end of human suffering is 
in sight” says Dr. Hutchins and 
adds, significantly, “If we are per- 
mitted to live at all, there is no rea- 
son why we cannot live as long as 
Methuselah.” 

It is comforting to balance such 
promises against the threats of 
wholesale destruction that have 
been the auguries of atomic ex- 
plosion thus far. Truly, men have 
never before faced a world so preg- 
nant with concurrent Salvation and 
Doom. Those who survive the sci- 
entific enigmas of the next quarter 
century, may look back upon the 
present day as an era almost as 
primitive as the Stone Age seems 
to us. 

One cannot but wonder what new 
riddles will be posed by a fulfill-

ment of Dr. Hutchins predictions. 
He has described the question of 
what we shall do with our time as 
“our chief hazard.” At first glance 
it seems like a blessing: the ability 
to abstain from work. But, we 
must remember that constructive ef- 
fort, hard and applied work, gave 
us the comforts and conveniences 
we enjoy today. It is not impossi- 
ble that the leisure of an Atomic 
Eden might reduce us to the con- 
dition of those South Sea Islanders 
whose simple economy exempts 
them from everything but the la- 
bor of picking their food from a 
tree or spearing it out of a near-by 
lagoon. Whether that sort of life 
would satisfy a product of western 
civilization is doubtful. Struggle 
has become an accepted part of cre- 
ative modern life and out of its 
competitions we have developed the 
progress which has made existence, 
in America at least, not altogether 
displeasing. 

Well, at any rate, we have nuclear 
fission, whether we like it or not; 
and, if, within the next few years, 
we bomb ourselves out of existence, 
some lone survivor hiding in a cave, 
may reflect, sardonically, that we 
might have had a wonderful world 
if we hadn’t kicked it to pieces. 

And, if we don’t do that, the gen- 
iuses who made the atom bomb 
possible, may be able to tell us what 
to do with our preponderance of 
leisure.
